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GOVERNMENT WARS 


ON POWDER TRUST 


Suit Filed Against Senator Dupont's 


Company and Concerns Associa- 


ted in the Combination. 


IG T1ST 


Washington, July 20.—The govern- 


ment today filed in the United States 
circuit court, district of Delaware, at 
Wilmington, Del., a petition against 
E. I. Dupont de Is'emours & Co., the 
B. I. Dupont de Nemours Powder 
company (of New Jersey) 
and 24 


other corporations and 17 individuals 
connected with the 26 corporations 
which are made defendants in the pe- 
tition. 


The petition relates that all of the 


defendants are engaged in interstate 
trade and commerce in gun powder 
'and other high explosives and violat- 
ing the act of July 2, 1S90, commonly 
known as the Sherman anti-trust act. 
It seeks to prevent and restrain the 
unlawful existing 
agreements, 
con- 


tracts, combinations and conspiracies 
in restraint of such trade and com- 
merce; to prevent and restrain the at- 
tempts on the part of the defendants 
to monopolize such trade and com- 
merce, and to dissolve the existing 
monopolies therein. 


Question of Receivership. 


The court is asked to determine 


whether puhlic interests will be bet- 
ter subserved by the appointment of 
receivers to take possession of the 
property of the alleged trust with a 
view to bringing about conditions in 
trade and commerce that will be in 
harmony with the law. The prayer in 
this respect is identical with that in 
the so-called tobacco trust petition. 


It is stated in the petition that in 


1872 all except three of the concerns 
selling high explosives in the United 
States organized with the object of 
regulating prices at which such com- 
modities should be sold and of driving

Columbus, 
Ohio, July 30.—Secre- 


tary Taft's friends won handily today 
at the meeting of the state republi- 
can central committee, a resolution 
being adopted by the committee, en- 
dorsing Taft for the presidency by a 
vote of 15 to 6. 


An amendment, 
proposed by the 


friends of Taft. and opposed by the 
friends of Foraker, was adopted by a 
Tote of 11 to 10, saying in effect that 
there is no intention to eliminate Sen- 
ators Foraker or Dick from politics in 
•Ohio. 
«' The resolution indorsing Taft for 
president was as follows: 


"We believe that the great majority 


•• of people of Ohio, convinced of the j 


high character, great ability and dis- 
tinguished services of Secretary Taft, 
indorse his candidacy for the presi- 
dency, and further, we declare that 
the republicans of Ohio overwhelm- 
ingly desire that the name of Hon. 
William Howard- Taft be presented to 
the nation as Ohio's 
candidate for 


president, and republicans of other 
states are invited to co-operate with 
the republicans of Ohio to secure his 
nomination in 190S." 


The amendment to the resolution 


was offered at once. It is to the ef- 
fect that it is not the intention to 
eliminate • either Senator Foraker or 
Senator Dick from politics in Ohio. 
This was offered by the Taft people 
and was bitterly opposed by the For- 
aker element. 
The amendment was 


adopted by a vote of 11 to 10, and the 
resolution was then adopted with the 
amendment by a vote of 15 to 6.

trust leading up to the organization in 
May, 
1903, under the laws of the 


state of New Jersey of the E: I. Du- 
pont de Nemours Powder company 
with a capital stock of ?50,000,000 as 
a. holding company for the purpose of 
acquiring the capital stocks of every 
corporation in the United States en- 
gaged in manufacturing and dealing 
in high explosives. This New Jersey 
holding company, it is alleged, did ac- 
quire control of the companies operat- 
ing in high explosives in the United 
States until all of the business of the 
shipping and selling such commodities

This letter was not addressed but

tLews had visited a local mortuary 
and Miss Matthews had selected

casket and remarked: "This is the 
kind of a casket I wish to be buried 
in."

beautiful young wife, and had followed 
the business of a broker in London 
for 
twenty-five years. 
He ' now 


wishes to be deported to England, and 
Commissioner Watchorn of the immi- 
gration bureau probably will be asked 
to send him back under the 
alien 


criminal act. 


McLean said he was first, arrested 


in 1887 at the Metropole hotel, Lon- 
don, 
charged with stealing.a portfolio 


containing $300 from a man's pocket, 
but afterward proved his innocence 
and was discharged. 
After that, he 


said, he and his wife were prominent 
in court circles and mingled with 
wealthy and famous persons. 
The 


second time he was arrested was in 
Aberdeen, Scotland, in 1906. 


State Must Settle It. 


"I had been to Edinburgh on busi- 


ness," he continued, "and one Sunday 
night I went to Aberdeen. 
I was 


standing in front of the Palace hotel 
when I saw a man watching me. 
He 


proved to he Inspector Goff of Scot- 
land Yard. 
I got into a carriage; and 


he did also, after being joined by three 
other men, and they "followed me to 
another hotel, where they arrested 
me. 


"I heard something about the pros- 


pective visit of King. Ed ward and .the 
queen to Aberdeen within the next few 
days, but I didn't know, until- after- 
ward, that Inspector Goff and his men 
had taken me up as a precautionary 
measure. 
Next day I was sent to 


prison for three months. 
Evidently 


it was a case of mistaken identity, but 
it was useless to say so. 
Inspector 


' Goff toid the court I had entered the 
room of the lord chief justice of Eng- 
land a few days before. I had done 


no such thing, but I heard that he was 
there because of the king's visit and 
that somebody had robbed him.1 


Promises to Leave England. 


"Well, I got out of prison and went 


back to London. 
I asked my wife to 


give me $500 out of about $3,500 I had 
given her, and promised to leave Eng- 
land and not return. 
She visited a 


Dr. Wood, a court physician, and the 
result was an agreement by which she 
gave me $175 and a first-class passage 
to America, promising to send the re^ 
mainder of the $500 to New York. 
J ' 


"This Dr. Wood, however, prevailed 


upon.a friend of his, Home Secretary 
Gladstone, in London, to sign a writ of . 
expulsion, sending me out of England! 
for an indefinite period on th 
that I was a known criminal. . Now*s 
I want to go back in spite of it-all." 


McLean's wish probably will 
be 


jranted, as the police will be glad to 
get rid cf him.

DECLARES WAR ON TAFT. 


Senator Opposes Endorsement in Be- 


lief of Chance for Himself, 


Cincinnati, 0.. July 30.—Senator Jo- 


seph Benson Foraker yesterday made 
known the reasons why he would not 
indorse the candidacy for the presi- 
dency of Secretary of War Taft. 


They -were contained in a letter to 


~C. B. McCoy, of Coshocton, a member 
of the republican 
state committee, 


•which meets tomorrow at Columbus. 


The senator, in his letter, delicately 


Intimates that the belief that Ohio 
has only one son who aspires to a 
'white house term is unfounded. 
Hia 


expressions on that subject lead to the 
conclusion that he, himself, if asked. 
•would take up the burden of a presi- 
dential race and. if elected, pay dtis 
heed to the responsibilities of the 
high office to which elected. 


Mr. Foraker thinks the present com- 


mittee has no right to discuss presi- 
dential possibilities or seek to bind 
Ohio republicans to any one man. 
He wants the people to do the pick- 
Ing. 


Hs criticises Gov. Harris' views on 


the need for tariff revision downward 
and thinks the committee would bet- 
ter serve the party if it attended now 
only to state business. 


Only Son Story a Mistake. 


In part, the senator says: 
"I learn from the newspapers and 


otherwise that it is claimed as a rea- 
son for the 
proposed 
action that 


Secretary Taft is the only candidate 
Ohio has for the presidency, and that 
from sentiments of state pride we 
should unite in his support, so that 
the whole country may be advised 
what Ohio intends to do next year. 


"I see it stated almost, every day 


In the newspapers, as a reason for this 
claim, that I have not at any time 
announced my candidacy for that of- 
fice. 


"It. is true that I have never made 


any such announcement. A candidate 
for the presidency must assume, first, 
the great and serious responsibilities 
of leading his party in the national 
campaign, and if successful, as we 
hope and expect to be. he must then 
assume the grave and serious re- 
sponsibilities of administering the ex- 
ecutive office. 


"These responsibilities are so grave 


and so serious that any man might 
well hesitate to proclaim himself un- 
til invited by his party associales tn 
undertake such duties. 


"It is because I entertain opinions 


of this kind that I have not made any 
announcement of my candidacy for 
any office, and. in view of v.-hs^may 
be inferred from these expressions, I 
do not deem it necessary that. I 
should."
